Section 21. No person shall sell or offer for
sale in the public market, or anywhere In tha
city of Alpena, any fruit, vegetables, or berries
lu baskets, crates, or other measures, at or for a
greater wcigui or measure man the true weight
or measure thereof. Aud all meats, poultry and
provisions, excepting vegetables, sold by the
head or bunch, of everv kind sold in tho nubile
iiiarKei, or ciswiicre in ine city, snau ue weign- -
ca or measured uy scales, weiguis or patent
balances, or In measures duly stamped bv the
cuy inspector oi w vignis ami measures, i

that poultry innv be offered for sale and
sold In other manner than by weight; but in all
cases where the party Intending to purchase
shall so desire and request, poultry' shall bo
weighed as hereinbefore provided.

Section 22. No person shall kill or slaught-
er within the limits ot said public market, or
clean any fish, except under such regulations
as the committee 011 markets mid Controller
inny prescribe, or lav. or throw, or deposit nnv
dirt, lilth, dung, or garbage, or offal therein.
io person snau siaugnier, sen, oner, or expose
for sale, or barter or trade, the meat of anvealf
less than four weeks old.

Section 23. No person shall In unv manner
tie or eonline by rope, twine or otherwise, the
feet of any, calf, sheep, lamb or swine, or poul
try, which may oe urougnt 10 or exposed in tue
city for sale.

section 2. xne market clerk shall have
charge of the said market for all purposes not
conflicting with the duties of other officers ap-
pointed aud designated by the Common Coun-
cil. The said clerk and other officers shall take
charge of the buildings on said market, attend
therein dally during market hours, keen the
same In a clean and orderly condition, collect
an rents 01 staus ana stands, and such fees from
wagons, carts, aud other vehicles In such man
ner as the controller snau direct, and in such
amounts as may be fixed by the Common Coun
cil. See that market wagons nnd other vehicles
occupy the positions and places so as not to In-

terfere with public travel, carefully observe that
me ruies ana regulations 01 me market arc com- -
died with and respected, and make complaint
or Infraction of such rules and regulations of

any oruinanca 01 ine cny.
Section 25. The said market clerk and oth

er officers shall examine all articles offered and
provisions exposed for sale in the market and
see that the same are of good and wholesome
quality. They shall also rejort to the Controll-
er the names of all persons renting stalls and
stands in the market who are In arrears for rent;
and Immediately after their collection they
shall pay Into the city treasury all money re
ceived for the rent of stalls orstands.orforfccs
recencd from wagons and other vehicles. Ihey
shall 011 Monday of each week, make report
under oath In writing to the Controller In which
they shall give the amount of money received
from rent of stalls or stands, or fur fees, of
whom received ami wheu paid Into tho city
treasury. On the first Monday of each month
thev shall report In writing under oath, to the
Controller the names of all persons renting and
occupying stalls or stands in the market, the
time for w hich such stalls or stands are leased
or rented, aud the amount of rental of each.

Hrctiow 1. It Is hereby ordained nv the Coin
mon Council of the city ol Alpena i J hut on a
strip of land off the north side of Jcsho square,
described as follows i 2oo feet wide, running
parallel with River street, and extending from
MChtn to Mntn street, is hereby declared to no

a public market and shall be known as the city
inaraci.bectiojt 2. A market clerk shall be appoint
ed by the Common Council, and shall hold his
office for a period of one year, who shall be ap-
pointed In the month of April of each vear. and
shall receive for all sen Ices that he may render
as market clerk, the fees eNtablished by resolu
tion or tue common council or said city.

hkctiow 3. The city Controller and the com
nilttee on markets shall recommend, and the
Common Comncll. in the month of March of
each year, shall establish and grade the mini-
mum rent to he paid per month upon alt the
meat stalls and vegetable and flh stands in the
public market, it shall be the duty of the Con
roller, on or neiore ine in day ot April ol cacn

year, to lease to responsible and proper persons
all stalls and stauds which may be applied for,
for the term of one year from the said 1st day
of but no stall or stand shall be leased at
any rrii, at a rent below the minimum estiib
llshed by the Common Council. Any stall or
stand which shall not be so rented on or before
the 1st day of April, may at any time be rented
by the Controller to any responsible person for

period not extending beyond the fst day of
April ef the following year. No person shall be
allowed to rent more than one stall or stand.

Suctions. All rents of stalls and stands In
tha public market of the city, shall be paid
monthly In advance: and each lessee shall, with

ne or two sureties to be approved by tho r,f enter Into a lease with the city of Alpe-
na, conditioned for the payment of rent in the
manner herein provided, and for the faithful
observance ana subject to the penalties of the
provisions of this and all other ordinances re I.
atlve to the public market of the rity.

MKCTiowfl. The Controller shall deliver to
the clerk of the market a monthly roll of the
amounts due for rents to the city from pcrmns
occupying stalls and stands In the publlo mar-
ket, and It shall be the duty of the clerk to col.

Here are mortgages on the farms
of only six states aggregating $3,431,
000,000 tho interest on which at 6 per
cent, amounts to over $2,000,000.
Isow the whole production of gold
and silver in tho United States per
year is not half enough to pay the in
tercst on farm mortgages of six states,
And yet these same bankers are de
manning the destruction of the treas
ury notes the demonetization of silver
and the establishment of gold stand
ard. Jackson Patriot.

This extract shows very clearly
aud forcibly the astounding wrong
and injustice done to property hold
ers, producers and laborers in the
matter of insufficient currency. A
chief factor in this contraction of
the currency was the demonetization
of silver. Tho remonetization of
silver by free coinage is one of the
means proposed for righting this
great wrong. And yet some people
claim to see nothing in the free coin
age of silver but the enriching of the
silver mine owners. Such silly short
sighteditess is indeed pitiable.

In connection with the above, we beg
leave to submit tho following, taken
from the Detroit Free Press of March
18th:

"At a regular meeting of the eentral
Women's Christian Temperance Union,
yesterday afternoon, it was announced
that tho Minnesota State Senate had rec
ommended tho passago of a bill prohibit-
ing the appcaranco on any stage or plat-
form of females attired in tights, and af
fixing as a penalty for conviction of the
offonse, a fine of not lenn than if 5 or more
than a 100. It was also stated that the
Common Council at Mankato, Minnesota,
had ordered closed all concert and dance
halls at which women appeared thus at-
tired. A commltteo was appointed to
send letters to tho Minnesota Senate and
the Mankato council, expressing the
thauks and appreciation of the Union for
this act."

The Aituus, it seems, is not alone in its
belief as to tho degrading Influences of
leg shows, or can-can- s, In public halls, or
anywhere else.
